NEW YORK. Aug. 19—More 
than 200 


negroes made an attack upon Policeman 
Frank Lawless of Hrooklyn yesterday af- 
ternoon, dragged him from the porch of 
a house, tore his uniform from his body, 
trampled upon him and would doubtless 
have killed him but for the arrival of 
another policeman and a citizen. He had 
tried to arrest a negro. 
While the fire 


department, summoned by mistake, in-

fore, there was In reality no veto and the order became law hy virtue of hav- 
ing tnin ten days in the mayor's office without being vetoed. 


The mayor's test!money that he delivered the veto on July Ifi nnd tho 


testimony of Clerk Howling that the veto reached him on July 19, seemed 
to be contradictory! but Mr. Dowling's record was accepted hy the court us 
correct.

the mayor delivered 
the veto on July 16, it was mislaid <»r lost In 


transit as it did not roach Mr. Powltng until Tuesday. July 19, on which 
date it was duly recorded by the clerk and acted upon hy the. common coun- 
cil. 


The refusal of the court to grant a temporary 
injunction was a great 


victory for Lawyer Hognn as representing the city and the labor unions In- 
terested in the observance of Labor day.

were:

The second point upon which the petitioners object is as follows:

monwealth for the reason that members of the city council or any committee, 
of the same ,;ire forbidden by the charter of said city to have any part. In 
the expenditure of public money and fur the further reason that the said 
order contemplates that persons outside of the city government shall havn 
a voice in the disposal and disposition of the money appropriated for said 
order." 


Aa these legal questions have not heen passed upon by the court, it is 


safe 
to assume that if brought up again it will require several months in 


which to procure a decision on all of them. Hence It Is not probable that 
there will he any bar to the <-xpemllture of the money appropriated.

sive now, than formerly. When the ea.-ly lines were constructed, the ties 
^vere luld upon the roadbed without imy sreat precaution

winking.

The electric railway business In Miissnchupetts especially has been over-

This is only what might be expected. Kvery city nnd hamlet 
in 
iliis 


state had to have an electric railway and in some cases the lines run 1:1 
and out of little towns in diverse directions so that it would be unreasonable 
lo expect all the lines to do good business.

Snap 


dragon, clematis, wail flowers, holly- 
hocks, asters, carnations and others are 
all at their best. 


The roots of polyanthus should be di- 


vided and replanted in good rich loam. 


At the beginning of August cuttings 


should be taken of verbena and also of 
heliotrope and aperatum. They ought 
to be well rooted before winter. Shade 
the cuttings from hot sun. 


Phlox cuttings may be put In any 


time in August. 


Pansy cuttings should be taken from 


the center 
of_ a plant. The cuttings 


should be root'erl In a frame, kept moist 
and well shaded from the sun. Violet 
cuttings may be treated in the same 
way. 


Geranium cuttings, on the contrary, 


like a fair amount of sunshine. 
They 


are easily rooted in boxes or pots. Some 
sharp sand should be placed on the top 
soil. 


Petunia cuttings may be struck in 


August.

FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES OF KT,ECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Some people express surprise that electric railways should be in financial 


straits, but a review of the situation vylll leave 
no room for doubt as 
to 


their difficulty in paying expenses. 


In the first place the construction of electric lines is much more expen- 


sive now, than formerly. When the early lines were constructed, the ties 
were laid'upon the roadbed without any great precaution 
against 
sinking. 


There was no sub-layer of stone or equally solid material to prevent sinking. 
\s a result such tracks soon become useless and had to be i-claid. This was 
particularly the case when they became part of :i large system. 
At one time 


It \vns a common practice for young electricians to go out Into tlie country 
towns with the assistance of a few residents and secure a franchise 
for 
a 


ptn 
railway 10 he sold to the highest bidder. 
In this way they made nion- 


ev while the men who got the franchise and built the road made nothing. 
Of course there were many'sacrifices. 


The company that built the Lowell and-Praout line made money. This 


was more successful than most roads in Massachusetts. 


Hut in time the tracks had to be renewed 
although 
remarkably 
u-ell 


laid originally. 


The electric railway business in Massachusetts especially has been over- 


done. The mileage In New York state In proportion to imputation is not more 
than one-sixth of what It is in this stale and as a result In New York stnte 
the electric railways pay'better than here in Massachusetts. 


This is only what might be expected. Every clly and hamlet 
in 
this 


slate had to have an electric railway and in some cases the lines run in 
and out of little towns In diverse directions so that it would bo unreasonable 
to expect all the lines to do good business. 


In addition to the inoiv expensive construction, the 
precautions against 


electrolysis, against leaks, against accidents ami 
the expensive 
accidents 


which do come in spite of every precaution, the running expenses 
him 


gone up on account of higher wages, higher 
cost 
of equipment 
and 
tin 


greater eare. and attention necessary lo handle the 
trafllc 
so that on the 


whole the roads are few that are paying large and regular dividends. 


This explains why ran".: roads nre increasing fares and adopting nth 


means of economy in order to keep .in n paying linsls while others have

receivers.

flower In August. They like a sandy 
loam. 


Sweet peas may be kept blossoming 


for weeks still by carefully picking all 
the (lowers and allowing no seed pods 
to form. 


Some late varieties of roses are still 


In bloom. Others show buds for second 
bloom. 
All dead blossoms must be 


carefully removed. 


August sees a great show of bloom 


among herbaceous 
perennials. _ Snap 


dragon, clematis, wall Mowers, holly- 
hocks, asters, carnations and others are 
all at their beet. 


The roots ot polyanthus should be di- 


vided and replanted in good rich loam. 


At the beginning of August cuttings 


should be taken of verbena and also of 
heliotrope and aperatum. They ought 
to be well rooted before winter. Shade 
the cuttings from hot sun. 


Phlox cuttings may be put in any 


time in August. 


Pansy oultings should be taken from 


the center of a plant. 
The euttings 


should be rooted in a frame, kept moist 
and well shaded from the sun. Violet 
cuttings may be treated in the same 
way. 


Geranium cuttings, on the contrary, 


like a fair amount of sunshine. They 
are easily rooted in boxes or pots. Some 
sharp sand should be placed, on the top 
soil. 


Petunia cuttings may be struck In 


August.
